And All Dependent on Cotton

Bracey, executive vice-president 
of the M issouri Cotton Producers 
Association, goes to W ashington, 
D. C. this w eekend to appear be­ 
fore the House Com m ittee of Ag­ 
riculture through a special invi­ 
tation from Rep. D. C. Gathings, 
of Arkansas. 
Mr. Bracey w ill be before the 
com m ittee M onday and Tuesday 
and will, he says, urge the com ­ 
m ittee’^ adoption of the MCPA 
plan for cotton, w hich does not 
involve any additional cut in cot­ 
ton acreage as provided for in 
the Soil Bank plan. 
The soil bank plan, which, ac­ 
cording to H. E. Slusher, presi- 
den tof the M issouri Farm B ureau 
Federation, is the num ber one it­ 
em 
of the B ureau’s program , is 
far from being any sort of a pan­ 
acea for the ills of the farm er, ac­ 
cording to the M issouri Cotton 
Producers Association. 
“Cotton farm ers and the entire 
cotton com m unity are opposed to 
the Soil Bank plan,” declares B ra­ 
cey, “O r any other scheme that 
calls for a fu rth e r reduction in 
allotted cotton acreage. 
“The proposed additional 20 per 
cent cut in 1956 cotton acreage 
under the Soil Bank plan is op­ 
posed on the grqunds th at (I) 
w ithdraw als 
w ould continue 
to 
be m atched by increasing acre­ 
age abroad; (2) result in fu rth er 
loss of foreign m arkets; (3) pay­ 
m ent in com m odity certificates 
w ould disrupt m arkets and chan­ 
nel all current production into 
the governm ent loan; (4) reduce 
flow of dollars in the cotton econ­ 
omy. 
“This reduction of the dollar 
flow because of an additional 20 
per cent cut in acreage and nor­ 
m al yield per acre would m ean 
approxim ately 240,000 bales pro­ 
duction in M Ssouri and such a 
volum e would m ean an average 


of less than 1,500 bales per cot­ 
ton gin. 
“This would inevitably 
mean 
th a t m any gins would 
have to 
close because there simply w ould­ 
n’t be sufficient volume of cotton 
for them to gin. 
“But to pursue this particular 
fallacy further: 
“A 20 per cent cut and its a t­ 
tendant loss of revenue would 
im m ediately be felt by im plem ent 
dealers; oil and gas distributors, 
and, in fact, every m erchant, pro­ 
fessional m an and everyone de 
pendent in any w ay upon the pro 
duction and m arketing 
of the 
cotton crop. 
“The question naturally arises 
—Just w hat does the governm ent 
propose to substitute for the loss 
of income to all these dependent 
on the cotton crop?” 
The Roil Bank 
plan, 
Bracey 
said, would greatly reduce em ­ 
ploym ent opportunities for m ech­ 
anical equipm ent, tenants and day 
laborers and as a final objection, 
would be virtually alm ost im ­ 
possible of adm inistration. 
“lf farm ers are forced to ac­ 
cept a Soil Bank program of some 
kind, it is im perative that it be 
m ade voluntary in fact, as well 
as in name, and th at it be d i­ 
rected tow ard 
conservation of 
our national resources and not as 
a tool to solve our national pro­ 
duction and 
m arketing 
prob­ 
lems.” 
It has been noticeable, in past 
acreage reductions, 
that 
w hile 
Missouri and other m id-south cot­ 
ton producing states have been 
cut, W estern states have been a l­ 
lowed additional acreage. It has 
also been plain that every reduc­ 
tion in A m erican cotton acreage 
has been m atched, through the 
help of A m erican capital in most 
cases, by increased cotton acreage 
in foreign lands.

Bureau Pushes 
Seven-Point 
Cotton Plan 


W ashington Director 
Outlines Program at 
Meeting in Armory 


The M issouri Farm B ureau Fed­ 
eration rolled up a b attery of its 
heavier artillery at the A rm ory 
this rporning to lay dow n a bar­ 
rage of facts, from its standpoint, 
w’hy the B ureau’s plan for the 
cotton industry should be adopt­ 
ed nationally. 
A rlinc Avery, bureau director 
for Now M adrid county, presided, 
and the first speaker introduced 
was Olen Monsees, vice president 
of the State Farm B ureau, w'ho 
was present to represent IL E. 
Rlusher, president of the Missou­ 
ri organization. M r. Slusher was 
unable to attend on account of 
illness and M r. Monsees brought 
his greetings. 
G etting down to th e 
serious 
business of the session, Jack Lynn 
of W ashington, O. C., legislative 
director for the A m erican Farm 
B ureau Federation, spoke on “The 
Cotton Situation and the Farm 
Bureau.** 
Lynn 
told 
The 
Standard, 
“Though we have a very serious 
cotton situation at 
the 
present 
tim e we believe, w ith vigorous 
execution and the full backing of 
the adm inistration over a period 
of say tw o or three years, we can 
m ake great progress tow ard an 
ultim ate solution. 
“The truth is we, in this coun­ 
try, have held an um brella over 
the rest of the w orld in regard 
to the price of cotton and have 
furnished m illions of U. S. dol­ 
lars and U. S. ’know -how ’ to pro­ 
duce cotton and cotton synthetics 
so consum ption abroad has nearly 
equalled the production. 
“The Farm B ureau’s seven point 
program , developed over* a year’s 
I intensive study w as adopted by 
I wit! National Co ’.o«l Lair** I of 
Am erica at its meetings r ‘ Ci.ntJy, 
in Biloxi. We cannot wftefersr 
w hy the cotton grow er should be 
against the Soil Bank plan. Only 
people 
who could 
logically 
be 
against it, to our w ay of reason­ 
ing, would be those interested in 
volum e cotton, ginners, etc. 
“ W eek before last we set up 
several conferences; 
first, w ith 
Secretary of State John Dulles; 
next w ith the W hite House and 
then W’ith Secretary of A gricul­ 
ture Ezra T aft Benson and his 
staff. We invited all organizations 
interested in cotton to send rep ­ 
resentatives and they w ere there, 
We did not hear a single repre­ 
sentative voice an objection to 
our program so we feel it is safe 
to say that all cotton groups are 
supporting i t ” 
The B ureau’s seven point pro­ 
gram is; 
1. To m ake the cotton price 
support level reflect the average 
grade and staple. 
2. To study the m ethod of cal­ 
culating parity for cotton so th at 
it m ore accurately reflects tech­ 
nological changes. 
3 
T i increase research effort 
and expenditures for cotton. 
4. To m ake m andatory the la­ 
beling of textile fiber products 
to show the percentage of cotton 
and 
com petitive 
synthetics 
in 
textiles. 
5. To w'ork out agreem ents w ith 
foreign exporters of textiles to 
prevent im ports by the U nited 
Rtates w hich seriously affect the 
U. S. cotton industry. 
6. To persuade producers to re­ 
duce their production by reduc­ 
ing th eir cotton acreage in re­ 
turn for paym ent in kind from 
CCC surplus stocks. 
7. To urge the 
A dm inistration 
3nd D epartm ent of A griculture to 
take any action necessary to m ain­ 
tain, regain and expand the w orld 
exports of cotton from the U. S. 
M r. Lynn discussed the present 
cotton situation w hich, he point­ 
ed out in brief, is as follow's: 
1951 cotton acreage in the U, 
S. was 27 m illion acres and 1953 
cotton acreage in the U. S. was 
17.1 
m illion acres, 
the lowest 
since 1883. 
1956 cotton acreage allotm ents 
are scht»duled to be down 4 per 
cent and 1957 acreage allotm ents 
down another IO per cent.

prices are 4 to 8 cents per pound 
less than IT. S. cotton prices. 
From 1948 to 1955 foreign cot­ 
ton consum ption increased by 33 
per cent, but foreign rayon con­ 
sum ption increased by 1.58 p er 
cent. It increased from equival­ 
ent of 3.1 m illion bales of cotton 
annually to 8.0 m illion bales an­ 
nually.

But the passenger agent, betray 
in? no surprise, m erely said "I 
think so.” "H ow soon can you do 
it?” asked Scotty. 
"You be at the station tom or­ 
row’ noon.” w as the reply, "and 
w e’ll start you at I P. M.” 
“How m uch w ill it cost?” S cot­ 
ty asked, pulling a roll of hund­ 
red and thousand-dollar bills from 
his pocket. 
To w hich the station agent re­ 
plied ‘*$5,500. What do you w ant 
to call the train?” 
"The C oyote Special,” 
Scotty 
answ’errd,* 
And so the Coyote Special w as 
made up to begin a trip that set 
a record for transcontinental speed 
that held up until the advent of 
diesels and stream liners. 
C onsisting 
of 
three cars, 
the 
special left Los A ngeles at I P.M. 
on July 9, 1905, carrying Death 
V alley Scotty, 
his 
w ife 
and 
new spaper correspondent. 
C areening across 
the 
U nited 
States (and Arizona and N ew M ex 
ieo w hich had not yet been ad­ 
mitted to statehood) the special 
used 19 engines and 8 crew s. It 
hit h top speed of 106 m iles an 
hour at one point and averaged 
50.4 m iles an hour for the w hole 
trip, reaching the Dearborn Street 
Station in Chicago 44 hours and 
54 m inutes after it had left Los 
A ngeles.

Crop Residues and Soil Fertility 
We hear a lot about plowing 
or discing in crop residues for 
holding moisture and adding fer­ 
tility. Now is a good time to dis­ 
cuss this important phase of good 
farming. 
Straws and stalks of last year’s 
small grain, soybean, corn, and 
other crops are valuable additions 
to the organic matter supply of 
the soil. 
Crop residues have long been 
known for their value in soil im­ 
provement. Residues, properly bal­ 
anced with nitrogen and minerals, 
contribute materially to adequate 
nutrition of the following crop. 
Residues improve the soil’s abili­ 
ty to retain moisture and im­ 
proves the tilth or workability of 
soil. 
Straw and stalks have a side 
carbon-nitrogen ratio 
and 
thus 
resist decomposition. If insuffi­ 
cient nitrogen and minerals are 
available in the soil when such 
residues are plowed under, rotting 
may proceed slowly and a detri­ 
mental effect take place on the 
following crop. The decomposing 
bacteria will use all the avail 
able nitrogen at the expense of 
the growing plants unless addi­ 
tions are made to take care of 
the need. If nitrogen is limited, 
the micro-organisms will win over 
the newly seeded crop. 
Under most conditions, about 
30 pounds of actual nitrogen are 
needed per ton of dry residues 
to insure that ill effects will not 
occur. It’s likely that 1H to 
tons per acre of residues will be 
plowed down on some fields, es 
penally where small grains were 
combined last year or on stalk 
fields not pastured. This amount 
of carbonaceous material requires 
the addition of 45 to 60 pounds 
or more of actual nitrogen per 
acre to get a satisfactory job 
done. 
Sawdust may be used in limited 
quantities up to about 3 tons per 
acre, but it requires about 40 
pounds of nitrogen per ton. Re­ 
sidues of matured legume crops 
will need extra nitrogen at about 
the same rate as small grain 
straw or com stalks. All the 
nitrogen in the decomposed re­ 
sidues and that added to speed 
decay is ultimately available t° 
crops. 
Let’s take an example of how 
it works. Suppose a certain soil 
needs IOO pounds of nitrogen for 
a bumper crop of corn. Two tons 
of wheat straw per acre will be 
turned under, which requires 60 
pounds of nitrogen to rot it. We 
recommend that you use the IOO 
pound rate, which will furnish 
adequate nitrogen to rot the straw 
as well as produce the high com 
yield. Plants will normally have 
an adequate amount of nitrogen 
for early growth and later needs 
will be met as nitrogen is re­ 
leased from the decomposing ma­ 
terial. 
Lime, phosphate, 
and 
potash 
levels in the soil will likewise 
have an influence on decomposi­ 
tion of residues and performance 
of succeeding crops. 
The best 
guide to use in determining needs 
and to eliminate the possibility 
of deficiencies is the soil test. 
Your county agent can assist you 
in determining needs for correc­ 
tive treatments and how to realize 
the greatest value of residues in 
your cropping system.

Foreign cotton 
production is 
within 2 million bales of foreign 
cotton consumption and 
foreign 
countries are planning to

crease their production in 
the 
next 2 years to where it will 
equal foreign consumntion. 
Tho synthetic fiber industry of 
the U. S. is spending 60 million 
dollars a year on research devot­ 
ed to fibers and the cotton in- 
! dustrv is soending only about 14 
J million dollars or V* as much on 
I cotton research. 
Rayon is 4 to 8 cents a pound 
cheaper than cotton and can be 
substituted for or blended with 
cotton. 
Because of the lower price of 
rayon compared to cotton and be­ 
cause of the fixed price on cotton, 
rayon and textile manufacturers 
are encouraged to convert to sub­ 
stitutes and blends. 
Domestic uses of cotton total 
about 9 million bales annually.
